"The Santa Ysabel massacre, the 


raid at Columbus, thc bloodshed at 
Carrizal, arc fresh iu your minds. 
After tho Columbus raid we started a 
'punitive expe'dlrlon.' Wp oent c tb!n 
line of troops hundreds of miles into 
Mexico, between two lines of railway, 
neither of which we wore allowed to 
ilse and which we did not feel at 
liberty to seize. We were refused per- 
mission to enter the towns. Though 
thus restricted,, the enterprise was 
still regardjed by the Mexicans as ft 
menace. 
Our troops faced hostile 


forces, and. it Is not remarkable that 
our men fell at Carrizal. What other 
result could be expected? We were 
virtually ordered to withdraw, and 
without accomplishing our purpose we 
have been withdrawing, and we are 
now endeavoring to safeguard onr 
own territory. 
The entire national 


guard has been ordered out, and many 
thousands of our citizens have been 
taken from their peaceful employment 
ami hurried, to the Mexican border. 
The administration was to seize and 
punish Villa for his outrage on our 
soil. It has not punished any one. We 
went In only to retire, and future 
movements are apparenUy to be de- 
termined by a Joint commission. 


"The nation has no policy of aggres- 


sion toward Mexico. We have no de- 
sire for any part of her territory. We 
wish her to have peace, stability and 
prosperity. We should be ready to aid 
her In binding up her wounds, in re- 
lieving her from starvation and dis- 
tress find In giving her In every prnc- 


rcrcsted, friendship. 
The conduct of 


this administration has created 
diffi- 


culties which we shall have to sur- 
mount 
We shall have to overcome 


the antipathy needlessly created by 
that conduct and to develop genuine 
respect nnd confidence. We shall hare 
to adopt a new policy, a policy of firm- 
ness and consistency through which 
alone .we can promote an enduring 
friendship. We demand from Mexico 
the protection of the lives and the 
property of our citizens and the secu- 
rity of our border from depredations. 
Much will be galnei If Mexico Is con- 
vinced that we contemplate no meddle- 
some Interference with what does not 
concern us. but that we propose to In- 
sist in a firm and candid manner upon 
the performance of international obli- 
gations. To n stable government, ap- 
propriately discharging its Internation- 
al duties, we should give ungrudging 
support. A short period of firm, con- 
sistent- and friendly dealing will ac- 
complish more than mnny years of 
vacillation. 
European War—Maintenance »f Ameri- 


can Rights. 


"We countenance no covert policies, 


no intrigues, no secret schemes. "We 
ore unreservedly, devotedly, whole 
hoartedly for the United States. That 
is the rallying point for all Americans. 
That is my position. I stand for the 
unflinching maintenance of all Ameri- 
can rights on land and sea, 


"We have hnd a clear and definite 


mission as a great neutral nation. It 
was for us to maintain tho Integrity 
of international law; to vindicate our 
rights as neutrals; to protect the lives 
o' Oui oUiens. Uieir property and 
trade from wronnful nets. 
Putting 


aside any question as to the highest 
possibilities of moral leadership in the 
maintenance and vindication of the 
law of nations in connection irlth the 
European war. at least ire were en- 
titled to the safeguarding of American 
rights. But this ha? not been secured. 
Wp have had brave words In H series 
of notes, but despite our protests tb > 
lives of Americans have been de- 
stroyed. What does It avail to use 
some of tha stronffest words known 
to diplomacy If ambassadors cmn re- 
•elve the impression that the words 
are not fo he Taken ^crtossly? It Is 
not wonK but the strpncth and reso- 
utira behind :ho words, that count.

•would understand. I believe that In 
this »ay -ere should have been spared 
the repeated assaults on American 
lives. 
Moreover, a firm American 


policy would hare been strongly sup- 
ported by our people and the oppor- 
tunities for the development of bitter 
reeling would hare been vastly re- 
duced. 


"It is a great mistake to say that 


resoluteness In protecting American 
rights would have led to war. Hather, 
hi that course lay the best assurance 
of peace. Weakness and indecision in 
the maintenance of known rights are 
alwaya sources of grave danger; they 
forfeit 
respect and invite 
serious 


wrongs, which In turn create an un- 
controllable popular resentment. That 
Is not the path, of national cecurity. 
Xot only have we a host of resources 
short of war by which to enforce our 
just demands, but we shall never pro- 
mote our peace by being stronger in 
words than In doe'K We should not 
have found it difficult to maintain 
peace, but -we should have maintained 
peace with honor. During this critical 
period the only dar.cer of war has lain 
in the weak course of the administra- 
tion. I do not put life and property on 
the same footing, but the administra- 
tion has not only been remiss with re- 
spect to the protection of American 
lives; R tis-s hecn Trc;?" v.-ith respect 
to the protection of American property 
and "American commerce. It has been 
too much disposed to be content with 
leisurely discussion. I cannot now un- 
dertake to review the course of events, 
but it la entirely clear that we failed 
to use the resources at our command 
to prevent injurious action, and that 
we suffered !a consequence. We have 
no ulterior purposes and. the adminis- 
tration should have known how to se- 
cure the entire protection of every le- 
gitimate American Interest and the 
prompt recognition of our "just de- 
mands as a neutral nation. 


"We denounce all plots and conspira- 


cies In the intcrest^of any foreign na- 
tion. Utterly Intolerable is the use of 
our soil for alien Intrigues. 
Every 


American must unreservedly condemn 
them and support every effort for their 
suppression. 
But here, also, prompt, 


vigorous and adequate measures on 
:he part of the administration were 
aeeded. There should have been no 
hesitation, no notion that it was wise 
and politic to delay. Such an abuse 
of our territory demanded, immediate 
and thoroughgoing action. As soon 
as the administration had notice of 
plots and conspiracies it was its duty 
to stop them. It was not lacking in 
resources. Its responsibility for their 
continuance cannot bo escaped by tha 
condemnation of others. 


Preparednesi. 


"We are a peace loving people, bu 


we live in a world of nrms. We havL 
no thought of aggression and we de 
sire to pursue'our democratic ideals 
without the wastes of strife. So de 
voted are we to these Ideals, so inten 
upon our normal development, that 1 
do not believe that there Is the slight 
est danger of militarism in this couu 
try. 
Adequate preparedness is not 


militarism. It is the essential assur- 
ance of security; It Is a necessary 
safeguard of peace. 


"It is apparent that we are shocking 


ly unprepared. There is no room for 
controversy on this point since the ob- 
ject lesson on the Mexican border. Al 
our available regular troops (less. I be 
lleve, than 40,000) are there or in Mex 
ico, and as these have been deemed in- 
sufficient the entire national guard has 
been ordered out—that is, weTare sum- 
moning practically all onr movable mil- 
itary fon-es In order to prevent banrlit 
incisions. In view of. the warnings 
of the past three years it is inexcusa- 
ble that we should find ourselves in 
this plight. 


"For our faithful guardsmen, who 


with a fine patriotism responded to 
this call and are bearing this burden, 
I have nothing but praise. But I think 
it^Htfle short of absurd that wo should 
be compelled to call men from their 
shops, their factories, their offices and 
their professions for such « purpose. 
This, howerer. Is not all. Tfle units of 
the national guard were at peace 
strength, which was only about one- 
half the required strength" It was nec- 
essary to bring In recruits, for the

western and eastern coasts; the first 
citlxen reserve subject to call should be 
enlisted as a federal army and trained 
under federal authority. 


Th* Organization of Peace. 


"We are deeply interested in what I 


may term the orgauitation of peace. 
We cherish no Illusions. 
We know 


that the recurrence of war Is not to ba 
prevented by pious wishes. If the con- 
flict of national Interests is not to be 
brought to the final test of force there 
! 


must be the development of Interna- 
tional organization in order to prorida 
international justice and to safeguard 
so far as practicable the peace of the 
world. 


"Arbitration treaties are useful with- 


in their proper sphere, but it is worse 
tbaa folly to ignore the limitations oi 
this remedy or to regard such treaties 
as an adequate means of preventing 
war. There should be an Internation- 
al tribunal to decide controversies sus- 
ceptible of judicial determination, thus 
affording the advantage ot Judicial 
standards in the settlement of particu- 
lar disputes acd of the gradual growth 
of a body of judicial precedents. In 
emphasizing the desirability of such a 
tribunal for the disposition of contro- 
versies of a justifiable sort It must not 
be overlooked that there are also leg- 
islative needs. We need conferences 
of the nations to formulate interna- 
tional rules, to establish principles, to 
modify and eitcnd international law 
so as to adapt it to new conditions, to 
remove causes of International differ- 
ences. We need to develop the instru- 
mentalities of conciliation. 
And be- 


hind this international organization, il 
it is to be effective, must be the co-op- 
eration of the nations to prevent re- 
sort to hostilities before the appropri- 
ate agencies of peaceful settlement 
have been utilized. If the peace of the 
w>rid to to be maintained it must be 
through the preventive power of a 
common purpose. Without this it will 
still remain not only possible, but prac- 
ticable, to disregard International obli- 
gations, to override the rights of states, 
particularly of smaH states, to ignore 
principles, to -iMnlnt-n mine 
\ - j s» •- 


only through international co-opera- 
tion giving a reasonable assurance of 
peace that we may hope for the limita- 
tion of armaments. It is to be eipect- 
ed that nations will continue to arm ia 
defense of their respective Interests, as 
they are conceived, and nothing will 
avail to diminish this burden save 
some practical guaranty of internation- 
al order. We In this country can and 
should maintain our fortunate freedom 
from entanglements with interests and 
policies which do not concern us. But 
there ia no national isolation in the 
world of the twentieth century. If at 
the close of the present war the na- 
tions are ready to undertake practica- 
ble measures in the common interest 
in order to secure international jus- 
tice we cannot fall to recognize our in- 
ternational duty. 
The peace of the 


world Is oar interest, as well as the In- 
terest of others, and hi developing thc 
necessary agencies for the prevention 
of war we shall be glad to have-nn ap- 
propriate snare. And onr preparedness 
will have proper relation to this end as

How t» U»» Them In Orchard Pruning 


of Tre««. 


Double cutter shears used in orchard 


pruning give good satisfaction when 
used upon limbs smaller than three 
inches In diameter. When care is taken 
to cut through the bark all around the 
branches to be removed the vrounds 
henl ever much better than when the 
growing layer of bark and young wood 
are crushed by being; squeezed from op- 
posite sides without being cut all 
around first. One caution is necessary 


When making cuts of forking limbs it 


Is necessary to avoid bearing down, be- 
cause the-ma in branch to be left is 
likely to hplit, and a heavy load of 
fruit tUe folio-wing summer is almost 
sure to break the limb at this point 
Effort should alwajs be made to lift 
when making such cuts Indeed, it is 
a good plan always to cut off tlie 
branch a foot or so beyond the point 
where the crotch is and then to re- 
move the stub with a second cut. 


How t» C»rry Two Liquids In One Bot- 


In a one quart patent bottle two 


different liquids of the same tempera- 
ture may be carried by tho following 
method: The opening of this size bot- 
tle is about one inch in dl«eter.

The principal method of trer.t- j 
ment was prevention;- by keeping er- 
everythlng clean, using disinfectants 
freely, and killing sick or diseased 
pigeon*. Remedies mentioned for pre- 
venting »ickness were the use of kero- 
sene oil, permansanate of potash, lime, 
copper sulphate, carbolic acid, quaisia 
chips, epsom salts, Venetian red, tinc- 
ture of gentian, or a tonic in the drink- 
ing water. Dry sulphur and diluted 
peroxide of hydrogen were used In 
treating canker, and kerosene oil for 
roup. A few allowed diseased pigeons 
their freedom when they had been 
kept confined. About one-fourth re- 
ported some loss from rats>, but most 
of the larger breeders mad» their pens 
rat-proof. Losses from hawks and cats 
•were reported in some cases where the 
pigeons were allowed their freedom.

breeders showed a good spirit of co- 
operation and 2. V°e<!ers who keep 
from 300 to 2,200 pigeons, and a large 
number of those who keep less than 
300 pigeons answered the questions.

6S4, "Squab Raising," 


The largo breeders reported keeping 


the Homer and Caraeaux -varieties 
almost exclusively for squab raising, 
with a comparatively small number ot 
the Dragon, Maltese Hen, and Whito 
King mentioned All except one breed- 
er kept their ptgeonB confined.

Make Hens Scratch for Their Food, 


Advises Poultry Expert—Fat 


•' Fowli Make Records. 


There Is a correlation between the 


legs and the liver of a chicken. Liver 
activity is absolutely necessary for 
egg production, so make the hens 
scratch for their food, is the advice of 
N. L. Harris, superintendent of poul- 
try. Kansas State Agricultural college. 


"All grains should he fed in a deep 


litter," says Mr. Harrl*. "Oat straw 
or alfalfa hay Is good for this purpose. 
Hem should be fed liberally but should 
not ba fed until they are willing to 
work for their food." 


There Is an old-time fallacy-that a 


hen can become too fat to lay. Ex- 
periments have been carried on to de 
tennine the laying ability of fat and 
lean hens., and Jn every Instance the 
fat hens have outlaid the lean ones 
The egg begins its formation with the 
yolk, ivnich is practically all fat. anJ 
so it is absolutely essential that a hen 
have excess fat before eggs 
are 


formed. A hen does not cease laying 
from an oversupply of fat, in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Harris, but because her legs 
and liver are not working to their full 
capacity.

known ma the wUt, has for many years 
been prevalent in the southern states 
end has coir extended westward to 
the Pacific coast, having been reported 
from Oklahoma, Iowa, Indiana. Mis- 
souri, Arizona, Texas, California and 
Oregon. In inauy sections th* dlw>a»» 
is a serious handicap to the growjaf 
of melons on a large tcmi«, not only 
by destroying th* growing crop, but 
also by preventing the aucMMful cul- 
ture of melons upon tb« Mme field 
§g«in in sncceeding year*. 


Watenueloa wilt la cauMd by * 


fungus which lives in the soil and en- 
ters the roou, plugcing up the water 
carrying vessels and preventing the 
rise ef moisture, tans causing the wilt- 
Ing and death of the plant The leaves 
of affected plants flm droop, then rap- 
Idly wilt and soon die, the runner dy- 
inf with them. Upon cuttlnf the mala 
tap root Herons near the surface of the 
ground it will be found to present a 
yellow color in the wood, making a dis- 
tinct contrast with the white color of 
'he healthy plant. This yellowing, to- 
gether with the wilted appearance of 
the vine, makes the indentincation of 
rhe disease easily possible, and the 
further fuct that a field once infected 
shows the same trouble in succeeding 
vears in the same or an extended area 
is an additional recognition mark 
All 


commercial varieties of melons appear 
to be very susceptible to the disease. 


The disease Is spread in a number of 


different ways. 
By particles of earth 


carrying spores of the fungus, which 
are easily scattered by thj wind, by 
implements used in eultnatlnj; and by 
the feet of men nnd work animals or 
stray stock passing from one field to 
another. 
By infected stable manure. 


The fungus lives in ths dead vines, and 
the practice of cutting hay from water- 
melon field* re=n!ts ir some watermel- 
on vines being harvested with the hay, 
and this leads to the presence of the 
causal funxus in the stable. When the 
fungus once gains entrance to the barn- 
3 ard, or compost heap, it remains there 
for years, and all the manure taken 
from such a yard is likely to be infect- 
ed. By drainage water, flowing from 
infected to uninfected fields 


There Is nothing that cun be done to 


save a field of melons when once at- 
tacked by the wilt, but the disease may 
be avoided by the following precau- 
tions: 


In infected 
districts watermelons 


should never be planted on land where 
watermelons have been grown within 
ten or twelve years, more or less, de- 
pending on soil conditions, as experi- 
ments have shown that the fungus 
causing the disease is able to live a 
long period in the ground. As a mat- 
ter of practical experience it Is usually 
possible to secure enough fresh land, 
so that an adequate supply of water- 
melons can be grown In any large dis- 
trict without need of recourse to old 
fields. 


Stable manure which has become in- 


fected by the use of melon hay or ref- 
use containing melon vines should nev- 
er be applied to the watermelon crop 
or to land where it is desired to plant 
watermelons later. 


Fields which have received the drain- 


age water from infpetert fioirta mm?* Vi» 
considered and treated as if infected. 
This means that the farmer having two 
fields, one of which is on higher ground 
than the other, should plant the lower 
field first. 


As far as possible live stock should 


be prevented from passing from infect- 
ed to uninfected fields. 


Breeding resistant varieties 
It has 


been demonstrated by the department 
of agriculture that varietles'of water- 
melons resistant to wilt can be bred. 
The strains thus far produced are not 
recommended for general planting, but 
it will be worth while for interested lo- 
calities to have wilt resistant varieuet 
adapted to their conditions bred

out of incubators to baby chicks. A 
hard-boiled egg, when of known qual- 
ity, makes a rather indigestible food 
for the chick's tender organs, out 
•when eggs are fed that come from an 
incubator that hat subjected them 
to a temperature of 103 defTCH for a 
week, one is courting dacgtr. Not all 
eggs that are tested out of lacn'bators 
are infertile. 


If you feed tested-ont efd to baiy 


chicks be quite certain that they art 
infertile. Eggs containing blood spot! 
or red streaks should b« discarded, tf 
they were fertile and the germs are 
in a state of decomposition. Tie * 
fertile egg. when held before * atrocf 
light, is perfectly clear.
